Antilles 
starts second 
round of tax 
negotiations 
with Jamaica 

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao 
— The second round of 
negotiations between the 
Netherlands Antilles and 
Jamaica on Double Taxation 
Avoidance starts on Monday 
in Kingston. During the first 
round of negotiations which 
took place on the island of 
Curacao in January 2009 
considerable progress was 
made. It is expected that after 
the second round the texts 
can be initialed by the chief 
negotiators of both countries. 
A Double Taxation 
Agreement is designed to 
protect against the risk of 
being taxed twice where the 
same income is taxable in two 
states. According to the State 
Secretary of Finance, Alex 
Rosaria, a Double Taxation 
Agreement will among 
other things, increase cross 
border investment between 
the Netherlands Antilles 
and Jamaica, foster investor 
confidence of the Netherlands 
Antilles as tax jurisdiction and 
deepen commercial relations 
between the two countries. 
“Realization of a tax treaty 
with Jamaica is a major step 
in the process of deeper and 
broader cooperation between 
our country and Jamaica and 
the Caribbean,” Rosaria said. 
The Netherlands Antilles 
currently has three Double 
Taxation Agreements 

(Netherlands, Aruba and 
Norway) and four Tax 
Information Exchange 

Agreements (Australia, USA, 
Spain and New Zealand). □

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Duncan discusses concerns about the state of affairs in St. Maarten 


PHILIPSBURG-- 
Constitutional and Home 
Affairs Minister Roland 
Duncan says there is much 
concern at every level of 
the governmental structure 
about the overall situation in 
St. Maarten and the several 
concerns were discussed when 
he met with Lt. Governor 
Franklyn Richards on May 
13. 

In an interview with The 
Daily Herald, Duncan said 
his discussions with the Lt. 
Governor had been held in 
keeping with his ministerial 
responsibilities for good 
governance and he concurred 
with the Lt. Governor’s 
view that the Democratic 
Party (DP) and the National 
Alliance (NA) should be given 
about one month to try to put 
together a new government. 

In the interview in which he 
addressed issues such as the 
likelihood of the imposition of 
higher supervision, what could 
trigger such intervention, 
and concerns of the Dutch 
Government, he also accused 
the Island Government of 
running away from making 
big decisions that needed to 
be made. 

He said the current situation 
was “politically sensitive” 
and while he had discussed 
it with Richards, those 
discussions should not be seen 
as his seeking to interfere or to 
create the wrong impression 
of “higher supervision or 
whatever.” 

He said he agreed that the two 
political parties needed some 
time, because the talks would 
not be merely about how many 
portfolios and who would get 
what. 

“It is more an issue about 
the signature - what policies 
will prevail, whose party’s 
principles or positions will 
prevail in the governing 
programme.” 

“The National Alliance 


is saying T want the 
overwhelming number of 
issues to come from our party 
philosophy.’ That’s a political 
position. What they are saying 
is that so far the credibility of 
the current government - the 
governing party - is very low, 
4 so if I am to join with you in 
government, I want to have 
a way to show that it is a 
new ball game and that there 
is a new government with 
credibility ... new policies, 
new programmes, new faces.” 
He said that “with all due 
respect to (Democratic Party 
leader, Commissioner) Mrs. 
Wescot-Williams, she is the 
one who lost her majority, so 
you can’t blame the Alliance 
for her losses and you can’t 
blame them for demanding 
that the new government must 
reflect a difference from what 
exists now.” 

State of affairs 

Duncan, who was named 
by the National Alliance for 
his ministerial position, said 
the Governor, the Central 
Government and the Lt. 
Governor were all very 
concerned about the overall 
state of affairs. 

“There is serious concern 
about the situation in St. 
Maarten - not just the current 
political situation but the 
overall situation pertaining 
to integrity, credibility, how 
the government is being put 
together. ... We are willing to 
assist. 

We are not engaging in 
empty criticisms or political 
manoeuvrings. There is a 
concern and unless people 
recognise that there are serious 
concerns and there is need for 
better performance, then we 
are not going anywhere.” 

“I am assuming my 
responsibility. ... We haven’t 
had a special agenda point (in 
the Council of Ministers), but 
every time there is a meeting 
we discuss what’s going on 


and this is a matter of concern. 
It is a matter of serious concern 
and the Prime Minister has 
already been in touch with the 
Lt. Governor asking what’s 
going on,” Duncan explained. 
He said the issues he had 
discussed with the Lt. Governor 
included Good Governance, 
aspects of the WODC report, 
the construction of Country 
St. Maarten and the need for a 
Code of Ethics. 

“It is a serious matter. You 
have to take into account 
Holland’s constant nagging, if 
you want to call it that, about 
St. Maarten isn’t ready yet to 
become a country. While they 
(Holland) are not too clear, if 
you look at (State Secretary 
for Kingdom Relations Ank) 
B ij le veld- S chouten ’ s reports 
and letters, you can pick 
up what the complaints are 
about,” Duncan explained. 

He added: “For instance, she is 
complaining that St. Maarten 
promised to install a Casino 
Gaming Board, that there is 
no code of ethics in place, that 
there is no Ombudsman law as 
yet even though (PPA leader) 
Gracita (Arrindell) had come 
up with an initiative several 
years ago. 

“All that is part of the integrity 
process and if you don’t do 
it they will say you are not 
implementing the law. The 
Island Territory of St. Maarten 
has to enact that Ombudsman 
Law.” 

Deadlines 

He said the Dutch were 
insisting that these things be 
in place before St. Maarten 
moves to Country Status, 
because they had been 
promised and agreed on. 
Curasao, he noted, is 
now appointing a second 
Ombudsman for the Island 
territory of Curasao, which 
has had an Ombudsman for 
six years. 

He also noted that it had been 
agreed specifically a few years 


ago when Marcel Gumbs was 
State Secretary that a set of 
integrity measures - “like the 
law on political parties and all 
that” - would be put in place. 
He said that while these 
measures would be essential 
for country St. Maarten, 
they should be enacted and 
executed from now and should 
play a role in the governing of 
the Island Territory today. 

In the case of the corporate 
governance legislation passed 
in the Island Council recently, 
the deadline for execution by 
changing the boards, etcetera, 
is August 1 this year and 
everything should be done to 
meet that deadline. 

He said that while no 
specific deadlines were in 
place for things such as the 
Ombudsman, Bijleveld- 
Schouten was saying, “Hey, 
get up and do it.” 

Also, while the Government 
apparently is now contending 
that a Casino Gaming Control 
Board is not necessary, the 
government should explain 
why in God’s name they had 
agreed to it. 

And, noting that Holland is 
also interested in seeing a 
Code of Ethics in place and 
is wondering why one is not 
being enacted, he said, “When 
you look at what Holland is 
grumbling about, it is about 
the people who are responsible 
for good governance now and 
the image and the credibility 
of St. Maarten, and the people 
(who are responsible) - is the 
current Executive Council.” 
Credibility 

He said that while Wescot- 
Williams’ response to 
the WODC report had 
been to complain that the 
responsibilities were those of 
the Central Government, that 
was not entirely true, for while 
95 per cent of the report was 
about Central Government 
agencies and failings, there 
were a couple of sections 


that talked about land deals 
and the susceptibility of local 
politicians to bribes and certain 
crimes, and these things were 
proving to be true. 

“That part of the report St. 
Maarten needs to respond 
to and act on. Is it true that 
there are land deals and 
land peddling going on in 
St. Maarten? Hell, yes! And 
that has nothing to do with 
country St. Maarten. It has to 
do with the Island Territory’s 
functioning. That’s where we 
need to respond and create 
credibility now. That’s part 
of the discussion I had with 
the Lt. Governor,” Duncan 
explained. 

And, referring to the current 
lame-duck status of the Island 
Government, he said he shared 
the view that the situation 
was not yet ungovernable, in 
that the stage had not been 
reached where “at a certain 
point in time decision-making 
stagnates and the Executive 
Council cannot carry out its 
plans and cannot function 
because it doesn’t have 
majority support.” 

He noted, however, that 
that stage could be reached 
shortly should, for example, 
the government have to deal 
with the budget for 2010, but 
could not muster the required 
support. 

Higher supervision 
Asked what scenario would 
have to exist to trigger his 
intervention or the intervention 
of the Council of Ministers, 
he said that was a bridge he 
would have to cross should 
the need arise. He noted 
that while both the Islands 
Regulation - Article 98 - and 
the Kingdom Charter-Article 
43 (i) and (ii) - had provisions 
for intervention, there was 
no law that said specifically 
what should be done if there 
was a so-called ungovernable 
situation, or how to impose 
higher supervision. 

“In 1991-92 they did it 
(imposed higher supervision) 
in St. Maarten in a certain 
fashion. In Curasao they did 
it in the ’60s in a similar but 
different fashion. There is no 
specific rule about what to do 
or how to do it, so you have 
to tailor your action to the 
moment and to the issue.

“In my mind, I would prefer not to say that I will do this, this, 
and this. I would prefer to see how things develop. If it is a 
matter of, let’s say, being stuck on the budget, maybe, we don’t 
have to do a general total measure to remove government, but 
we need a financial measure, then we aim it at that particular 
aspect,” he explained. 

He continued: “Because the law is vague ... supervision has to 
be applied from a federal level to only where there is a failing. 
I don’t want to co-govern the island of St. Maarten. That is not 
the intention. I don’t want to interfere in the government either. 
We will have to be very clear and specific. ...” 

Asked, for example, what would the case be should the Central 
Government determine that there is a failing on the part of the 
Island Government in introducing and applying a code of ethics 
for commissioners, he said he had offered the Lt. Government 
his support and assistance in that respect. 

He said that if the Lt. Governor was experiencing difficulties in 
that area, the Central Government could assist in several ways: 
By helping to write it, by helping to set it up, wringing some 
arms or by “getting on bad without calling it higher supervision 
or interference.” 

Duncan also stressed that because the law was not specific and 
didn’t prescribe what to do about higher supervision, he didn’t 
“want to wait until the pot bust to go and take action.” His 
preference would be to “maybe get involved in talks, hear what 
the problem is and help to deal with the matter.” 

“We are in virgin territory. The law gives you certain broad 
guidelines and what I am trying to do is to work within that so 
that we can avoid or avert any clashes and be able to anticipate 
beforehand and deal with it, rather than wait until the pot bust 
and then you are told that you failed.” 

Running 

Duncan also contended that several key issues - including those 
related to the Social Insurance Bank and the Central Bank - had 
not yet been resolved and said the politicians were guilty of 
running away from dealing with them. “Yes, there are some big 
decisions to be made and they run from making big decisions.” 
He said St. Maarten’s failure to get its act together could impact 
everything in the national thrust to dismantle the Netherlands 
Antilles, for the country could not be dismantled unless the 
island territories were in a position to accept the dismantled 
entities. 

He said that while St Maarten was preparing to leave the 
Netherlands Antilles and there should be a seamless transition, 
“we have not had an alternative social security system proposed 
(and) there are no arrangements yet for accommodating the new 
and larger government,” and to the extent that things were not 
in place, the entire process could be affected. 

“If we don’t get the Netherlands Antilles dismantled by 
January/February next year, we will be forced to have a federal 
election again. And we seem to be heading there.” (Courtney

-But target date 2010 
will be hard to meet- 



THE HAGUE-Now that 
the people of Curasao have 
voted yes to constitutional 
reform, the process of 
dismantling the Netherlands 
and creating new entities 
can continue, said Dutch 
State Secretary of Home 
Affairs and Kingdom 
Relations Ank Bijleveld- 
Schouten on Saturday. She 
doubted, however, whether 
the process of dismantling 
could be technically 
completed by January 1, 
2010. 

Even if the Curasao people 
had voted No, the Dutch 
Government would have 
continued the process of 
new constitutional relations 
in the Dutch Kingdom 
with Bonaire, Saba, St. 
Eustatius and St. Maarten, 
said Bijleveld-Schouten. 
The first three islands 
will become part of the 
Netherlands as so-called 
‘public entities,’ while St. 
Maarten is striving to attain 
country status. 

“But the process would 
have become a lot more 
complicated if a majority of 
the people in Curasao had 
voted No,” said Bijleveld- 
Schouten in an interview 
with The Daily Herald. 
Dismantling the 

Netherlands Antilles as 
a country would have 
become a very complex 
matter without Cura 9 ao’s 
support, she said. 
Wrappingupthedismantling 
the Netherlands Antilles by 
January 1, 2010, however, 
will be technically difficult, 
if not impossible, said the 
State Secretary. January 
1, 2011 would be more 
realistic. 

This has to do with the 
trajectory of approving the 
many Kingdom laws and 
other legislation that are 
necessary to eliminate the 
country the Netherlands 


Antilles and to establish the 
new entities. It is a lengthy 
trajectory, involving several 
parliaments. 

The Dutch Council of 
Ministers on Friday, the day 
of the referendum, approved 
a legislation package for 
Bonaire, Saba and St. 
Eustatius, also referred to 
as the BES islands. The 
package includedthe general 
law establishing the BES as 
a public entity, the WolBES 
and several legislation 
proposals regarding the 
financial/fiscal structure 
of the three islands. The 
package is scheduled to 
go to the Second Chamber 
today, Monday. 

The draft laws for the 
countries Cura 9 ao and 
St. Maarten, to dismantle 
the Netherlands Antilles 
and the amendment to the 
Kingdom Charter are now 
at the Council of State for 
advice. 


The Second Chamber 
should handle the draft laws 
in the later part of 2009. 

Itis expected that the Second 
Chamber will submit 
amendments, meaning that 
it will take more time for the 
legislation to pass through 
Parliament. 

The Antillean Parliament 
will have the opportunity 
to respond to the possible 
amendments. 

After the Second Chamber 
and the Antillean Parliament 
have agreed on the package, 
the First Chamber will 
handle the legislation. 
Legal experts are assuming 
that this will be late 2010. 
“Dismantling a country is a 
complicated process. 

It takes time. Cura 9 ao and 
St. Maarten also have to 
establish the necessary 
regulations and legislation 
to be able to function as a 
country,” said Bijleveld- 
Schouten. □ 
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Stocks jump on renewed optimism on housing, banks

NEW YORK - Reassuring 
news about housing and 
banking on Monday convinced 
investors to return to the stock 
market. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average shot up 235 points, 
making up three-quarters of 
last week’s losses. All the 
major indexes rose about 3 
percent. 

A better-than-expected profit 
report from Lowe’s Cos., 
an uptick in homebuilder 
sentiment and positive 
comments from analysts about 
U.S. banks revived investors’ 
confidence in an economic 
rebound. Stocks fell sharply 
last week on worries that a 
recovery might be further off 
than hoped, interrupting a 
rally that has left the Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index up 34.5 
percent since March 9. 

Steep drops in home values 
have been at the heart of the 
economy’s troubles, slicing 
into consumers’ wealth and 
saddling banks with huge 
losses. Analysts believe 
that stability in the housing 
and banking industries are 
imperative for the economy to 
rebound. 

“There’s a realization that 
things are going to get better,” 
said James Cox, managing 
partner at Harris Financial 
Group. “That’s the main 
theme of the market over the 


last couple of weeks/ 

Despite Monday’s bounce, 
however, the market is 
expected to remain volatile 
as investors look for signs 
that the economy is actually 


recovering — not just slowing 
its descent. 

At the start of the market’s 
upswing in March, signs of 
stabilization were enough to 
encourage investors to buy 
stocks. Linda Duessel, equity 
market strategist at Federated 
Investors, said the rally has 
been driven by “less bad” 
information. 

“Probably, we ’ 11 get bored with 
that as the months progress,” 
Duessel said. “We’ll need 
something better to move the 
market.” 

The Dow rose 235.44, or 2.9 
percent, to 8,504.08. That was 
the biggest point gain since a 
246-point jump on April 9. 

The S&P500 index rose 26.83, 


or 3 percent, to 909.71, putting 
it back into positive territory 
for the year. The Nasdaq 
composite index rose 52.22, 
or 3.1 percent, to 1,732.36. 
Government bond prices fell, 
pushing the yield on the 10- 
year Treasury note — a widely 
used benchmark for home 
mortgages and other loans — 
up to 3.24 percent from 3.14 
percent late Friday. 

Last week, the Dow slid 
3.6 percent, the S&P 500 
index lost 5 percent and the 
Nasdaq fell 3.4 percent as a 
weak retail sales report and 
an uptick in job losses had 
investors questioning the 
merits of a two-month rally 
off of 12-year lows. But U.S. 


American Express says it 
will eliminate 4,000 lobs 


NEW YORK - American Express said 
Monday it is eliminating about 4,000 jobs as 
part of a plan to slash another $800 million in 
costs for the remainder of the year. 

The layoffs represent about 6 percent of the 
New York-based credit card issuer’s current 
global work force. 

Many of the affected workers were notified 
in recent days and the remainder will be 
notified in coming weeks, said company 
spokeswoman Joanna Lambert. 

Lambert could not specify how many U.S. 
workers would be laid off, but said the cuts 
will be across the board. 

The newest plan follows $1.8 billion in cost 
cuts — including 7,000 layoffs — announced 
in October of last year. The company 
also suspended management-level salary 
increases and instituted a hiring freeze at the 
time. 

As part of the newest cost-cutting plan, 
American Express also plans to scale back 
investment spending and make further cuts 
to operating costs, including professional 
services and travel. 

“While we have remained solidly profitable 
at a time when some parts of the card 
industry were incurring substantial losses, 
we continue to be very cautious about the 
economic outlook and are therefore moving 


forward with additional reengineering efforts 
to help further reduce our operating costs,” 
said Kenneth I. Chenault, chairman and chief 
executive officer in a release. 

The 4,000 layoffs will result in a restructuring 
charge of about $180 million to $250 million 
in the second quarter, American Express 
said. 

The deep cost cutting shows even a company 
like American Express, which prides itself 
on catering to a more affluent clientele, is 
not immune to the pullback in consumer 
spending. 

The company’s customers are more heavily 
concentrated in California and Florida, 
where the slumping housing market is taking 
a toll. American Express also has a higher 
percentage of small-business customers, and 
small businesses tend to miss payments more 
than individuals, executives have said. 
American Express first announced its plan 
to embark on the additional cuts last month 
when it reported its first-quarter results. 
For the first three months of the year, the 
company’s profit fell 63 percent. 

It marked the sixth-straight quarter of profit 
declines. 

Shares of American Express rose $1.90 to 
$26.13 during the regular session, then fell 5 
cents during after hours trading.□ 


and European trading started 
on strong footing Monday 
after India’s stock market rose 
an unprecedented 17 percent. 
Investors viewed the country’s 
election results as paving the 
way for economic reforms. 
U.S. stocks got a boost 
when Lowe’s Cos., the 
nation’s second-largest home 
improvement chain, posted 
earnings that easily beat Wall 
Street’s forecasts and raised 
its full-year profit outlook. 
Lowe’s closed up $1.49, or 
8.1 percent, at $19.94. 

Buying accelerated later in 
the day when the National 
Association of Home Builders 
said its housing market 
index rose for the second 
month in a row in May. The 
report reflected growing 
optimism among builders, an 
encouraging sign that housing 
activity might be picking up. 
Homebuilding stocks soared 
on the news. Beazer Homes 
USA Inc. rose 47 cents, or 
20 percent, to $2.81, while 
Lennar Corp. rose $1.21, or 
13.7 percent, to $10.02. 
Financial stocks also surged 
after a spate of analysts issued 
promising outlooks for the 
troubled banking industry. 
Rochdale Securities analyst 
Richard Bove noted the 
potential for “explosive 
earnings growth and 
unusually strong stock price 
performance” for banks as the 
economy recovers. Goldman 
Sachs raised its rating on 
Bank of America Corp. to 
“Buy” on expectations for 
solid earnings in the second 
quarter. And BMO Capital 
Markets upgraded its view 
of the banking industry, 
anticipating that profits will 
start to rebound in coming 
quarters. Bank of America 
rose $1.06, or 9.9 percent, to 
$11.73. State Street Corp. 
was another big gainer after it 
became the latest bank to turn 
to the capital markets to raise 
money. □

Obama holds candid talks 
with Israel’s PM Netanyahu

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack 
Obama on Monday opened his deepest foray 
into the Middle East quagmire, telling Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu he must 
stop Jewish settlements and should grasp the 
“historic opportunity” to make peace with the 
Palestinians. 


Both leaders are relatively new in their jobs, 
and they spoke of warm ties and extraordinary 
progress. Obama’s readiness to speak out on 
settlements and stalled Israel-Palestinian talks, 
however, indicated he and Netanyahu had not 
reached a thorough agreement on the best way 
forward after an intense two-plus hours of 
talks.

Mullen: 2 years to turn tide in Afghanistan

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The top U.S. military officer 
warned Monday that the 
deaths of Afghan civilians 
caught up in American 
combat operations could 
cripple President Barack 
Obama’s revamped strategy 
for the seven-year-old war. 
“I believe that each time we 
do that, we put our strategy 
in jeopardy,” said Adm. 
Mike Mullen, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
“We cannot succeed ... 
in Afghanistan by killing 
Afghan civilians.” 

Mullen said additional 
forces and new tactics 


can help the United States 
turn a discouraging tide in 
Afghanistan. He said he was 
hopeful that “in the next 
12- to 24 months, that we 
can stem the trends which 
have been going very badly 
in Afghanistan the last three 
years.” 

But speaking at the 
Brookings Institution, 
Mullen sounded frustrated 
that as the first of 21,000 
U.S. reinforcements 

arrive, Taliban insurgents 
are having a seemingly 
easy time using American 
military prowess against 
them. 

Mullen pointed to this 
month’s disputed U.S. 


airstrikes in Farah province, 
inwhichwomenandchildren 
were apparently among 
dozens of civilians killed. 
The United States says the 
Taliban is responsible for 
at least some of the deaths, 
but Mullen didn’t spend 
much time defending U.S. 
actions. 

The May 4-5 incident is 
still under investigation and 
Mullen indicated the details 
may always remain murky. 
Mullen refused to rule 
out the use of unmanned 
drone aircraft, which the 
United States uses to target 
insurgent hideouts in both 
Afghanistan and Pakistan.

The Afghan government 
has paid out compensation 
to families for 140 dead, 
based on a list gathered 
from villagers. 

The U.S. military has said 
that figure is exaggerated, 
but it has not provided its 
own estimate. 

If the Afghan toll is correct, 
it would be the largest case 
of civilian deaths since the 
2001 U.S.-led invasion to 
oust the Taliban. 

“We’ve got to be very, very 
focused on making sure that 
we proceed deliberately, 
that we know who the 



enemy is,” Mullen said. 
“The enemy uses this very 
effectively against us.” 
Mullen said it will take 
as long as two years for 
the United States to make 
full use of an extra 21,000 
forces now moving into 
the country. He said he is 
encouraged that the first 
units arriving this spring 
seem to be off to a fast 
start. 

“I would look to 2009 
and 2010 to be incredibly 
important years in 
Afghanistan,” Mullen said. 
“The violence level is up, 
the Taliban is much better 
organized than they were 
before.” 

Mullen also refused to rule 
out the use of unmanned 
drones, which the United 
States uses to target 
insurgent hideouts in both 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 
“We can’t tie our troops’

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Supreme Court: Sept. 11 detainee lawsuit cannot proceed

WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI 
Director Robert Mueller and 
former Attorney General John 
Ashcroft cannot be sued by 
a former Sept. 11 detainee 
who claimed he was abused 
because of his religion and 
ethnicity, a sharply divided 
U.S. Supreme Court said 
Monday in a decision that 
could make it harder to sue 
top officials for the actions of 
low-level operatives. 

The court overturned a 
lower court decision that let 
Javaid Iqbal’s lawsuit against 
the high-ranking officials 
proceed. 

Iqbal is a Pakistani Muslim 
who spent nearly six months 
in solitary confinement in 
New York in 2002. He had 
argued that while Ashcroft and 
Mueller did not single him out 
for mistreatment, they were 
responsible for a policy of 
confining detainees in highly 
restrictive conditions because 
of their religious beliefs or 
race. But the government 
argued that there was nothing 
linking Mueller and Ashcroft 
to the abuses that happened to 
Iqbal at a New York prison’s 
Administrative Maximum 
Special Housing Unit, and the 
court agreed. 

“The complaint does not show 
orevenintimate,thatpetitioners 
purposefully housed detainees 
in the ADMAX SHU due 
to their race, religion or 
national origin,” said Justice 
Anthony Kennedy, who wrote 
the majority opinion. “All it 
plausibly suggests is that the 
nation’s top law enforcement 
officers, in the aftermath of 
a devastating attack, sought 
to keep suspected terrorists 
in the most secure conditions 
available until the suspects 
could be cleared of terrorist 
activity.” 

The New York-based 2nd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
had said the lawsuit could 
proceed. 

Richard A. Samp, lawyer 
for the Washington Legal 
Foundation, welcomed the 
court’s ruling. “It ensures 
the ability of senior national 
security officials to perform 
their duties without the 
distraction of having to defend 
against claims for money 


damages,” he said. 

“The decision’s effect will be 
widespread. By enabling all 
defendants to win dismissal 
of unsubstantiated claims, it 
will make it more difficult for 
plaintiffs to coerce settlements 
from defendants seeking to 
avoid the costs of discovery,” 
Samp said. 

The court’s liberal justices 
— David Souter, Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, Stephen Breyer and 
John Paul Stevens — dissented 
from the nine-meber court’s 
opinion. 

“Iqbal contends that 
Ashcroft and Mueller were 
at the very least aware of 
the discriminatory detention 
policy and condoned it and 
perhaps even took part in 
devising it,” Souter said. He 
should be given chance to 
prove his claims in court, 
Souter said. 

Kennedy said the Sept. 11 
attacks were carried out by 
Arab Muslim hijackers who 
counted themselves members 
of al-Qaida. 

“It should come as no surprise 
that a legitimate policy 
directing law enforcement to 
arrest and detain individuals 
because of their suspected link 
to the attacks would produce a 
disparate, incidental impact on 
Arab Muslims, even though 
the purpose of the policy was 
to target neither Arabs nor 
Muslims,” he said. 

The Supreme Court sent the 
case back to the lower courts. 
Iqbal could have a case against 
others, Kennedy said. 
His“accountofhisprisonordeal 
could, if proved, demonstrate 
unconstitutional misconduct 
by some governmental 
actors,” Kennedy said. “But 
the allegations and pleadings 
with respect to these actors are 
not before us here.” 

Iqbal was arrested at his 
suburban home on Nov. 
2, 2001, and charged with 
nonviolent federal crimes 
unrelated to terrorism. Two 
months later, he was moved 
to a holding facility in New 
York, where he was in solitary 
confinement for more than 
150 days without a hearing, 
his lawsuit alleges. 

He said he was subjected to 
physical and verbal abuse, 
including unnecessary strip 
searches. On the day he 



entered solitary confinement, 
he says, he was thrown 
against a wall, kicked in the 
stomach, punched in the face 
and dragged across a floor by 
federal prison officers. 

He was cleared of any 
involvement in terrorism and 
was deported in January 2003 
after pleading guilty to fraud 
and being sentenced to a year 
and four months in prison. 

The appeals court said it 
recognized the gravity of 
the situation confronting 
government investigators 
after the 2001 terrorist attacks 
and agreed that some forms 
of government action that 
otherwise would not be proper 
are permitted in emergencies. 
But it said most of the rights 
cited in the lawsuit “do 


circumstances, such as the 
right not to be subjected to 
needlessly harsh conditions 
of confinement, the right to be 
free from the use of excessive 
force and the right not to be 
subjected to ethnic or religious 


A 2003 Justice Department 
report found “significant 
problems” with the treatment 
of post-Sept. 11 detainees 
at the facility in New York, 
including physical abuse and 
mistreatment. □ 


Panetta: location of all

LOS ANGELES (AP) — CIA 
Director Leon Panetta said 
Monday that the United States 
does not know the location 
of all of Pakistan’s nuclear 
weapons but is confident the 
country has them secure. 
Panetta spoke days after the 
top U.S. military officer told 
Congress there is evidence 
Pakistan is adding to its 
nuclear weapons systems and 
warheads. Pakistan, however, 


denies it. 

The CIA director was asked 
about Pakistan’s nuclear 
program at a forum organized 
by the Pacific Council on 
International Policy. 

“We don’t have, frankly, 
the intelligence to know 
where they all are located,” 
Panetta said, adding the U.S. 
is confident the Pakistani 
government has a “pretty 
secure approach to try to 
protect these weapons.” 

That security is something 


the U.S. is watching, he said. 
“The last thing we want is 
to have the Taliban have 
access to nuclear weapons 
in Pakistan.” 

At a congressional hearing 
last week, Adm. Mike 
Mullen, the chairman of the 
U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
was asked whether there was 
evidence that Pakistan was 
adding to its nuclear arsenal. 
He replied: “Yes.” 

Pakistan is battling a 
growing Islamic insurgency 
with links to al-Qaida and 
the Taliban, and Washington 
is considering giving the 
government billions of 
dollars in aid to fight it. 
Mullen said in Washington 
on Monday that the U.S. 
has focused some aid in 
recent years on improving 
the security of Pakistan’s 
nuclear weapons, and the 
country has used it for 
that purpose. Pakistan is 
thought to possess more 
than 60 nuclear weapons 
under a program that began 
when its rival, India, started

“There’s never been a time 
when Arabs and Israelis see 
a common threat the way 
we see it today,” Netanyahu 
said, speaking of a sense of 
urgency felt throughout the 
Arab world about Persian 
Iran’s nuclear program. 

The Israeli leader did 
not respond publicly to 
Obama’s demand for an end 
to the expansion of Israeli 
settlements in the West Bank 
and refused again to say he 
was ready to negotiate a so- 
called two-state solution to 


pay.” 

Wall Street bonuses and 
retention packages have 
provoked anger among the 
public and in Congress. 
Lawmakers have moved to 
limit pay for top employees 
at financial institutions 
that have received federal 
government assistance. The 
standards Geithner envisioned 
would apply to all financial 
institutions. 

Geithner also said the U.S. 
economy is stabilizing 
but unemployment would 
continue to rise. He pointed to 
positive signs in the economy, 
including improvements in 
credit markets. But he called the 
recession the most challenging 
economic crisis the nation has 
seen in generations. 

“We’re not going to have 
a steady, even process of 
repair,” he said. “It’s going to 
be bumpy and still feel fragile 
for a while. It’s not going to 
feel better for a long time for 


the six-decade dispute with 
the Palestinians. 

The plan, endorsed by the 
United States and other 
parties pushing for peace 
between the historic foes, 
calls for establishment of a 
Palestinian state side by side 
with Israel. 

Palestinians offered praise 
for Obama but expressed 
disappointment with 

Netanyahu’s remarks. 
Netanyahu “did not mention 
a commitment to a two-state 
solution, and we need to 
see American action against 
this policy,” said Nail Abu 
Redden, an aide to Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas, 
who visits the White House

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Sheriff: Eighth-grader 
planned school shooting

LAROSE, Louisiana (AP) 
— A Louisiana middle school 
student who stormed into a 
classroom Monday and fired 
a gunshot over a teacher’s 
head, then shot himself in a 
bathroom had detailed plans 
for a rampage in a journal and 
suicide note, authorities said. 
The 15-year-old student, whose 


name was not released, fired 
once around 9 a.m. local time 
inside a classroom at Larose- 
Cut Off Middle School, then 
shot himself in the head, said 
Lafourche Parish Sheriff Craig 
Webre. He was in critical but 
stable condition. The teacher 
had never taught the teen. 
Webre said investigators found 
a note describing the boy’s 
plans to “gear up” before his 


spree, along with a drawing 
of how he’d dress. Although 
he apparently was intent on 
killing people, he was armed 
with only four bullets for the 
.25-caliber, semiautomatic 
pistol he had taken from his 
father’s home during the 
weekend. The boy’s mother 
noticed he seemed nervous 
before school, but he said he 
was just worried about seeing

The last humans to lay 
hands on Hubble outfitted 
the observatory with another 
set of fresh batteries, a new 
sensor for precise pointing 
and protective covers. That 
equipment, along with other 
improvements made over the 
last five days, should allow 
the telescope to provide 
dazzling views of the universe 
for another five to 10 years. 
“Hubble is returned to flagship 
status, and it now has a full 
arsenal of instruments,” said 
Jon Morse, NASA’s director 
of astrophysics. 

It was the fifth and final 
spacewalk for the shuttle 
Atlantis crew, and the final 
visit by astronauts ever to 
Hubble. 

As the spacewalk drew 
to a close, Hubble’s chief 
mechanic, John Grunsfeld, 
accidentally bumped one of 
the telescope’s antennas and 
knocked off its cap with his 
backpack. 

“Oh, I feel terrible,” he 
groaned. 

Mission Control quickly 
assured the astronauts the 
antenna was fine. 

“Sorry, Mr. Hubble, have a 
good voyage,” Grunsfeld said 
after he covered up the tip. 
“Consider it a goodbye kiss, 
John,” one of his crewmates 
said. The astronauts planned 
to set Hubble free Tuesday. 
During this emotional last 
house call, astronauts gave

Hubble two state-of-the-art 
science instruments and fixed 
two others. 

The $220 million worth of 
new instruments should allow 
the telescope to gaze farther 
back into time — within 500 
million or 600 million years 
of the first moments of the 
universe. 

Prior to the repairs, Hubble 
was able to look back to within 
800 million years. 

“This is a very important 
moment in human history,” 
said Hubble senior project 
scientist David Leckrone. “We 
will rewrite the textbooks at 
least one more time.” 

Hubble program manager 
Preston Burch acknowledged 
that the telescope still has 
some original parts, but noted 
“in many ways it is a brand- 


new observatory and far, far 
more capable than the Hubble 
of 1990.” 

Mission Control congratulated 
the astronauts for successfully 
completing “electronic brain 
surgery” Monday during a 
spacewalk that lasted more 
than seven hours. 

In addition to the batteries 
and the sensor, Grunsfeld and 
Andrew Feustel installed steel 
foil sheets to protect against 
radiation and the extreme 
temperature changes of space. 
It was messy work. Pieces of 
the old insulation broke off 
and floated harmlessly away. 
“I was hoping to retrieve those 
for memories,” said Grunsfeld, 
an astrophysicist who has 
spent more time working 
on the orbiting Hubble than 
anyone. □

his standardized test results, 
which were released Monday, 
Webre said. 

About 500 sixth-, seventh- 
and eighth-graders attend the 
school in a rural community 
of about 7,000 people, some 
45 miles southwest of New 
Orleans. Webre said the boy 
had no disciplinary problems 
at school and hadn’t been in 
trouble with the law. The teen 
had no reason to be in the 
classroom, he said. 

He was a year or two older 
than most of his classmates 
who described him as a quiet 
boy who never talked about 
guns or violence. 

Webre said investigators found 
inside the boy’s bookbag a 
completely filled journal and 


two loose sheets of paper that 
appeared to be a plan for the 
shooting and a suicide note. 
The school has both standing 
and handheld metal detectors, 
but they aren’t used all the time 
and weren’t in use Monday. 
Webre said the boy arrived 
at the school in uniform — 
white shirt, khaki pants — but 
changed into camouflage 
pants shown in his drawing. 
In an expletive-laced note, he 
wrote, “First, I will tell my art 
class teacher that I had to go 
to the bathroom. Then I would 
go to the last stall and ‘gear 
up.’” 

The school was scheduled 
to reopen Tuesday with 
enhanced security and several 
counselors on hand. □ 
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Darfur rebel leader at war crimes tribunal

CAIRO (AP) — The first 
Darfur suspect to appear 
before an international court 
was once a prominent leader 
in the war-tom region’s most 
powerful rebel group who 
broke away to form his own 
faction. 

Bahr Idriss Abu Garda 
voluntarily handed himself 
over to the Hague-based 
International Criminal Court, 
where he faces charges of 
murder and pillaging in a 2007 
attack against peacekeepers in 
Darfur. 

The court has indicted two 
other rebel figures. It has 
also issued an order for the 
arrest of the rebels’ opponent, 


Sudanese President Omar al- 
Bashir, on charges of genocide 
and war crimes in the Darfur 
war, in which up to 300,000 
people have been killed since 
2003. Al-Bashir has refused to 
cooperate with the court. 

Abu Garda, a native of Darfur 
from the prominent Zaghawa 
tribe, was once a merchant 
who headed the Chad offices of 
the govemment-mn Sudanese 
Gum Arabic company. He 
was among many young black 
Darfuris who once backed the 
Islamic fundamentalist regime 
in Khartoum but soon became 
disillusioned with it, accusing 
it of discrimination against 
Darfur’s ethnic African 
population. 

He became an early member 
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JEM to become its secretary 
general. But in 2007, he fell 
out with the group. Suleiman 
Jamous, a JEM member, 
said Abu Garda didn’t take 
criticism well from the group’s 
leaders. 

Abu Garda formed his own 
breakaway JEM faction, called 
the collective leadership. But 
the fall from grace with JEM 
has cost Abu Garda prestige 
and foot soldiers, since most 
fighters chose to stay with 
JEM, the region’s most 
powerful rebel force. 
According to Jamous, the split 
took place shortly before the 
attack against a peacekeepers 
base in the northern Darfur 
town of Haskanita, in which 
Abu Garda is accused. That 
was one of the deadliest attacks 
ever against peacekeepers in 
Darfur: 12 peacekeepers were 
killed, eight were severely 
wounded and the rebels 
looted weapons, equipment 
and money from the base. 

Last year, Abu Garda formed 
another rebel group, known as 
the United Resistance Front, 
which includes Darfur Arabs 
opposed to Khartoum. 

Jamous and JEM field 
commander Suleiman Sandal 
say Abu Garda’s group has 
no presence on the ground in 
Darfur and has little sway on 
the conflict. 

“He has no other option” but 
to surrender, Sandal said from 
Darfur. □

Swine flu search at Dominican resorts

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican Republic 
(AP) — Health authorities fanned out Monday 
across white sand beaches in the eastern 
Dominican Republic, searching for possible 
swine flu in a resort area that initially benefited 
from fears about the virus. 

No cases have been confirmed in the 
Dominican Republic. But health workers in 
the Caribbean country are concerned about the 
potential for transmission after three Chilean 
women were diagnosed with the new flu strain 
upon returning home from Punta Cana, Health 
Secretary Bautista Rojas said. 

The travelers have been hospitalized and 
isolated in Chile, that country’s health ministry 
said. 

They flew home Saturday aboard a Copa 
Airlines flight that also stopped in Panama. 
Rojas told reporters late Monday that doctors 
examined some 200 people, including the 
Chileans’ driver, but there was no sign of the 


H1N1 virus that has sickened more than 8,000 
people around the world and killed 76. 

“We have taken a great amount of samples, but 
we have not had any positives,” Rojas said. 
Punta Cana, on the eastern tip of the Caribbean 
island, draws nearly 1.9 million people a year 
to its resorts. 

Dominican resorts benefited from the early 
stages of the outbreak, receiving at least 11 
U.S. and European tour group flights originally 
bound for Mexico, whose tourism industry was 
devastated by reports of swine flu there. 

Six epidemiologists have been dispatched to 
the Punta Cana area and messages have been 
posted in languages including French, German, 
Russian and Mandarin Chinese advising 
visitors to contact health authorities if they 
exhibit symptoms, the newspaper Listin Diario 
reported Monday. 

The area’s resorts are kept carefully separated 
from nearby impoverished towns in the nation 
of 9.7 million, which shares the island of 
Hispaniola with Haiti.□

The police chief, two 
commanders and a former 
public safety director in the 
city of Tapachula, near the 
Guatemala border, were also 
detained on suspicion of 
leading the hit gang. 

They suspects allegedly 
worked for the Zetas, a gang 
of enforcers linked to the Gulf 
cartel. Police and soldiers 
seized dozens of grenades 
and assault rifles during 
the weekend raid in which 
the alleged assassins were 
captured, state prosecutors 
said. 

The arrests came as drug 
corruption scandals blossomed 
across Mexico — in states far 
from the U.S. border region, 
where the drug battles have 
long been concentrated. 

In Morelos, just outside 
Mexico City, prosecutors 
announced that the top state 
security official and the police 
chief in the state capital, 
Cuernavaca, were ordered 
held for 40 days on suspicion 
of aiding the Beltran Leyva 
cartel. Two other people were 
also ordered held in the case. 
Meanwhile a prominent 
senator from Zacatecas state 
called a news conference to 
deny any knowledge of a 
large load of marijuana found 
earlier this year at a warehouse 
belonging to his brother. 

On Jan. 22, army troops acting 
on a tip raided the brother’s 
chile-drying warehouse 
and found people loading 
marijuana onto trucks. More 
than 11.4 tons of the drug 
were seized at the plant, near 
the city of Fresnillo. 

“My brother said the (locks) 
had been broken, and he 
reported it to police,” Sen. 
Ricardo Monreal told reporters 
Monday in Mexico City. The 
brother, Candido Monreal, 
has not been charged in the 
case. 

The senator accused the 
Zacatecas government of 
being completely infiltrated 
by traffickers, and said he 
has resigned from the leftist 
Democratic Revolution Party,

which governs the state, to 
protest what he called a smear 
campaign against him. 
Government officials did 
not immediately respond to 
requests for comment. 
Zacatecas is the same state 
where armed men staged a 
bold raid on a prison over 


the weekend that freed 53 
suspects, dozens of them 
linked to the Gulf cartel. Gov. 
Amalia Garcia said Saturday 
that prison guards were likely 
complicit. 

Also Monday, police in the 
southern state of Guerrero 
found the severed heads of 


three men in an ice chest left 
on the side of a highway near 
the resort of Zihuatanejo. The 
cooler was wrapped in tape 
and a message was attached, 
but police did not reveal what 
it said. 

The men’s decapitated bodies 
were found about a mile away 


in an abandoned taxi, the state 
Public Safety department said. 
Some of the bodies had their 
hands bound behind their 
backs and showed signs of 
torture. 

More than 10,750 people have

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Sri Lanka says civil war over, rebel leader killed

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) 
— Following more than a 
quarter-century of civil war, 
Sri Lanka faces the daunting 
task of trying to reconcile and 
rebuild after its troops routed 
the last Tamil Tiger separatist 
rebels and killed their feared 
leader. 

One of the world’s most 
sophisticated insurgencies, the 
Tamil Tigers and their leader, 
Velupillai Prabhakaran, were 
brought down Monday by a 
string of fatal misjudgments 
and an unrelenting government 
onslaught aimed at crushing 
the rebellion at all costs. 
President Mahinda Rajapaksa, 
who planned to officially 
declare victory Tuesday in 
a speech to parliament, has 
promised a power-sharing 
deal with the Tamil minority. 
But the end of the war, which 
killed more than 70,000 people 
and displaced 265,000 others, 
could complicate efforts to 
forge a lasting peace. 

The destruction of the 
rebels’ conventional forces 
does not mean the threat is 
over. Insurgents hiding in 
the jungles of the east have 
emerged periodically to 
attack government forces 
and civilians, and the rebels 
had sleeper cells planted in 
Colombo and other towns. 

The Tamil Tigers also retain a 
vast international smuggling 
network and the financial 
support of some of the 800,000 
Tamil expatriates. At least one 
top rebel leader, Selvarasa 
Pathmanathan, the reputed 
smuggling mastermind, 
remains at large. 

“Now (there) is a historic 
opportunity, and hopefully 
things will change. But the 
demonstrable record so far is 
not particularly encouraging,” 
said Paikiasothy 

Saravanamuttu, a political 
analyst and executive director 
of the Colombo-based Center 
for Policy Alternatives. 

In Washington, State 
Department spokesman 
Ian Kelly said the U.S. is 
“relieved that the immense 
loss of life and killing of 
innocent civilians appears 
to be over,” and he urged 
Sri Lanka to build a tolerant 
society and help those hurt by 


the fighting. 

While Velupillai Prabhakaran 
was a hero to some, his 
group was branded a 
terrorist organization by the 
United States and European 
Union. It was accused of 
waging hundreds of suicide 
attacks, including the 1991 
assassination of former Indian 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi, 
and forcibly recruiting child 
soldiers. 

In recent months, government 
forces ousted the rebels from 
their stronghold in the north 
and cornered the retreating 
fighters in a tiny strip along 
the northeast coast. 

On Monday morning, the 
troops closed in, the military 
said. 

Prabhakaran and his deputies 
drove an armor-plated van 
accompanied by a bus filled 
with rebel fighters toward 
the tightening cordon, 
sparking a two-hour firefight, 
two military officials said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to talk to the 
media. 

Troops eventually fired arocket 
at the van, ending the battle, 
and pulled out Prabhakaran’s 
body as well as those of 
Soosai, his naval commander, 
and Pottu Amman, his feared 
intelligence chief, the officials 
said. Prabhakaran’s son, 
Charles Anthony, was also 
killed, along with 250 rebel 
fighters, the military said. 


State television broke into 
its regular programming to 
announce Prabhakaran’s death, 
and Rajapaksa confirmed the 
news in a phone call to India’s 
External Affairs Minister 
Pranab Mukherjee, Indian 
foreign affairs spokesman 
Vishnu Prakash said. 

“We can announce very 
responsibly that we have 
liberated the whole country 
from terrorism,” army chief 
Lt. Gen. Sarath Fonseka said. 
Fonseka and the commanders 
of the other security forces 
formally informed Rajapaksa 
in a televised ceremony 
Monday evening. 

They were then promptly 
promoted. 

The chubby Prabhakaran 
turned what was little more 
than a street gang in the late 
1970s into one of the world’s 
most feared insurgencies, 
fighting for an independence 
for minority Tamils after years 
of marginalization at the hands 
of the Sinhalese majority. 

He demanded unwavering 
loyalty, gave his followers 
vials of cyanide to bite in 
case of capture, and created 
a suicide squad known as the 
Black Tigers. 

Full-fledged war broke out in 
1983 after the rebels killed 
13 soldiers in an ambush, 
sparking anti-Tamil riots that 
human rights groups say killed 
as many as 2,000 people. 

At the height of his power, 
Prabhakaran controlled a

virtual country in the north 
that had its own border control, 
police force, tax system and 
law school. He commanded 
a rebel army of thousands 
backed by artillery, a navy and 
a nascent air force. 
Prabhakaran was renowned as 
a master strategist, but made a 
series of fatal miscalculations 
that eventually proved his 
downfall. The assassination of 
Gandhi alienatedhis supporters 
in India, where millions of 
Tamils live. His stubborn line 
during negotiations convinced 
the government it could never 
reach a peace deal, and a Tamil 
boycott he enforced in the 
2005 election ensured victory 
for the hard-line Rajapaksa, 
who later vowed to destroy 
the rebels. 

The Tamil Tigers were also 
badly weakened when their 
top commander in the east 
defected along with thousands 
of fighters. 

The divergent reactions to 
the rebel defeat highlighted 
the challenge Sri Lanka faces 
in healing its scars. State TV 
played Sinhalese nationalist 
songs and many Sinhalese 
poured into the streets in 
celebration. 

On the beaches surrounding 
the southern port city of 
Galle, overjoyed Sri Lankans 
ignited chains of firecrackers. 
Groups of motorbike riders 
raced through the city streets, 
waving flags. As night fell 
on the nearby beach town of 


Unawatuna, a group of 30 
children paraded near the 
beach, banging homemade 
drums and singing. 

“We are happy today to see the 
end of that ruthless terrorist 
organization and its heartless 
leader. We can live in peace 
after this,” said Lai Hettige, 
47, a Sinhalese businessman. 
But Tamils feared the 
government would not be 
magnanimous in victory. 

“The general triumphalist 
mood is only an indication 
that Tamils may never get their 
due place,” said S. Prasanna, a 
sales representative. 

Many other Tamils refused 
to speak on the record after 
what they said was years 
of police raids, harassment, 
arbitrary detentions and even 
abductions. 

“I believe the arrests and 
detentions will only increase 
from now on,” a 34-year-old 
Tamil businessman said. “The 
government will be suspicious 
with everybody, thinking the 
Tigers may have come out and 
mingled with the civilians.” 
Though Rajapaksa promised 
political compromise, the 
defeat of the rebels leaves 
a vacuum in the Tamil 
leadership. 

Prabhakaran killed many 
community leaders seen as 
a challenge to his authority. 
Others moved abroad, while 
many of those who remained 
active in politics either 
allied themselves with the 
government or were linked 
to the rebels and effectively 
sidelined. 

The bloody end to the war 
could also complicate peace 
efforts. 

Diplomats had appealed 
for a humanitarian truce to 
safeguard civilians trapped 
in the war zone, but the 
government refused. 

The battle killed at least 7,000 
Tamil civilians and wounded 
16,000 between January and 
May 7, according to the United 
Nations. Health officials said 
more than 1,000 others were 
killed in heavy shelling in the 
last week of fighting. 

EU foreign ministers called 
Monday for an independent 
war crimes investigation into 
the deaths, declaring: “Those 
accountable must be brought 
to justice. ”□ 
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Iran leader: Donl vote for pro-Western candidates

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s 
supreme leader urged the 
public Monday not to vote for 
pro-Western candidates in the 
June 12 presidential election, 
though he gave no clear 
indication of whether he is 
supporting hard-line President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad. 

The critical election pits 
Ahmadinej ad against reformist 
challengers at a time when the 
United States — under the 
Obama administration — is 
pursuing dialogue with its 
longtime adversary after years 
of shunning Iran. 

The reformists seek an 
easing of social and political 
restrictions at home and better 
ties with the West. They 
see a strong opportunity to 
unseat Ahmadinejad, who 
has become increasingly 
unpopular because of Iran’s 
economic woes. Critics 
also say he has needlessly 
enflamed world anger with 
his statements casting doubt 
on the Holocaust and calling 
U.N. resolutions “worthless 
papers.” 

Challenging his re-election 
bid are a conservative former 
Revolutionary Guards 

commander and two reformist 
candidates who have attacked 
him over his handling of the 
economy and for pursuing 
a hard-line foreign policy 
that they say has plunged 
Iran deeper into international 
isolation. 

“Do not allow those who 
would throw their hands up 
and surrender to enemies and 
defame the Iranian nation’s 
prestige to get into office,” 
Khamenei said in a televised 
speech in Bijar, in western 
Iran. 

“(Don’t vote for) those who 
would provoke the greed of the 
enemies of the Iranian nation 
and be used by them to create 
divisions within the nation and 
take people away from their 
religion, principles and their 
revolutionary values.” 

It was not clear whether 
he was targeting a specific 
candidate, though Khamenei 
has in the past denounced 
reformists, saying they speak 
the language of the West. 
In 2000, Khamenei called 
reformist newspapers “bases 


of the enemy.” Within days, 
more than a dozen reformist 
papers were closed down. 
Hard-liners have also 

denounced the reformist 
government of former 

President Mohammad 

Khatami, in office from 1997 
to 2005, saying he caved in to 
Western pressure over Iran’s 
nuclear activity and suspended 
uranium enrichment. They 
hail Ahmadinejad, saying he 
defied the West and resumed 
uranium enrichment, a process 
that can be used to make fuel 
for both nuclear energy or 
nuclear weapons. 

Obama has been seeking to 
engage Iran in direct dialogue 
and restart international 
negotiations over its nuclear 
program, which years of 
sanctions and isolation have 
failed to stop. The U.S. and 
its European allies fear Iran’s 
nuclear activity is aimed at 
developing weapons under 
the cover of a civilian energy 
program, though Iran denies 
that. 

Khamenei holds ultimate 
power in Iran, at the top of 
the clerical hierarchy above 
elected figures. His support 
is crucial for any candidate to 
win the vote, though he has 
never made his choice public. 
While he has offered glowing 
praise of Ahmadinejad in the 
past, he has at times rebuked 
him publicly. Last August, 
Khamenei offered glowing 
praise of Ahmadinejad for 
“standing up” to the West on 
the nuclear issue and urged 
him to run his government as 
if he would eventually serve a 
second term. 

But earlier this month, 
Khamenei publicly rebuked 
the president for his removal 
of a top official, a rare show of 
discontent with Ahmadinejad. 
Last week, Khamenei said 
people should vote for 
candidates who “understand 
the pain of the people ... be 
intimate with the people, live 
in a simple and modest way 
and get away from corruption 
and aristocracy.” 

Ahmadinej ad supporters 
hailed those comments as 
proof that Khamenei supports 
Ahmadinejad, a populist who 
grew up in a poor family and 
presents himself as a man 
of the people who prefers a

simple way of life and dress. 
Hamid Reza Taraqi, leader 
of a hard-line political party 
called the Islamic Coalition 
Society that is supporting 
Ahmadinejad in the election, 
said the supreme leader’s 
latest remarks were aimed at 
the two reformist candidates. 
“It was reformists who 
used to give in to Western 
pressure and surrender to the 
West under former reformist 
President Khatami. It was also 
reformists who were supported 
by the West,” Taraqi said. 

One of the reformist 
candidates, former parliament 
speaker Mahdi Karroubi, 
has promised to reverse 
Ahmadinejad’s policies and 
has said he wouldn’t mind 
meeting President Barack 
Obama if it would help Iran’s 
national interest. 

The other reformist challenger, 
former Prime Minister

Sharapova wins comeback match in Poland

WARSAW, Poland (AP) 
— Maria Sharapova played 
her first tour singles match 
in nearly 10 months Monday, 
and needed nine match points 
to finish off Tathiana Garbin

“I certainly had desire to win 
my first match back,” the 
Russian said.

NFL, MLB, NBA support NHL in Coyotes fight

PHOENIX (AP) — The NFL, Major League Baseball 
and the NBA have lined up in support of the NHL’s 
court fight to block the sale of the Phoenix Coyotes 
and move to southern Canada. 

The other major sports leagues, including the office 
of baseball commissioner Bud Selig, filed statements 
in U.S. Bankruptcy Court on Monday in support of 
the NHL. 

All three statements ask the U.S. Bankruptcy Court 
to “respect the National Hockey League’s rules 
and procedures regarding ownership transfer and 
relocation.” 

The statements of baseball and the NBA ask that the 
court “not set precedent that could severely disrupt 
the business of professional hockey,” baseball, 
basketball and other major league sports. 

The NFL statement had similar wording, asking the 
court to avoid a “precedent that has the potential to 
undermine or disrupt the business of professional 
hockey, football or other major league sports.” 


NHL commissioner Gary Bettman added his voice 
to the flood of court documents in the league’s battle 
with Coyotes owner Jerry Moyes and the attempt to 
sell the franchise and move it to southern Ontario. 
Bettman filed a declaration on Monday stating that 
he has had control of the franchise since November 
and that Moyes was not authorized to take the team 
into Chapter 11 bankruptcy earlier this month. 

The league also says Moyes had been stripped of 
authority to negotiate sale of the team. 

A hearing is scheduled for Tuesday before Judge 
Redfleld Baum in U.S. Bankruptcy Court on the 
NHL’s motion to have the case thrown out. 

Moyes’ bankruptcy filing on May 5, which took the 
league by surprise, includes a plan to sell the team 
for $212.5 million to Jim Balsillie, who heads the 
company that makes the Blackberry, contingent on 
moving the franchise to Hamilton, Ontario. 

In court documents, the NHL says the Moyes group 
knew Bettman had taken control of the club but “they 
simply ignored it in a misguided and dishonest effort 
to execute Balsillie’s bankruptcy scheme.” 


NHL officials say the bankruptcy filing is an attempt 
by Balsillie to circumvent the league’s franchise sale 
and relocation process. 

The league’s case centers on a document containing 
“unconditional proxies” signed by Moyes on Nov. 
14, 2008. 

“From that point forward, I was completely 
responsible for control of the ownership interest 
in and all rights to manage the club and arena 
management,” Bettman said in his declaration. 
Bettman said that on Jan. 23, he told Moyes to fire 
Coyotes chairman and chief executive officer Jeff 
Shumway. Shumway, in his declaration, said that he 
was not fired but “voluntarily resigned.” 

Shumway and Moyes have filed documents insisting 
the team never was controlled by the NHL, although 
the league took over funding of the franchise in 
November. “The NHL did not manage, control, 
run, or direct Coyotes Hockey, the Coyotes Hockey 
Team or any of their related operations, nor to my 
knowledge did it attempt to do so,” Moyes said in a 
document filed last Friday. □

FINA meets into 
night to approve 
swimsuit list

L AU S ANNE, Switzerland 
(AP) — A panel of swimming 
experts met late into Monday 
evening to decide which 
high-tech swimsuits will 
be approved for racing on 
a list scheduled for release 
Tuesday. 

The sport’s governing 
body FINA cut off access 
to its fourth-floor office 
headquarters as members 
of its specially appointed 
commission sifted through 
laboratory test results for 
hundreds of different suit 
models.

The list will be revealed 
after they visit laboratories 
at the Swiss Federal Institute 
of Technology in Fausanne 
where suits were tested for 
thickness, buoyancy and water 
resistance last month. □
